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Zond 1 - a Probable Venus Probe 
-Presumed to Have Failed 

Zond I, Soviet space vehicle which was identified by Moscow as a n space^ ; 

■ * pr:o'beV Bltwhi^h a-lmers teasee r t a x : a tt-e mpre dip r ob e' o £ the^pfanet Venusy 
is presumed to have failed its mission. It is believed that the Soviets intended 1 
the vehicle to hit Venus or to pass close to it — m either case transmitting to 
Earth data concerning characteristics of the planet and its spatial environment, 

Zond 1, if it was a Venus probe, should have hit or passed close to its 
target on or about 20 July. Since the Soviets: always announce their space 
successes {except for their classified aspects, if any) and since no such 
claims .have been made to date for Zond 1, it is presumed that the vehicle 
has failed. It is not known whether failure resulted from breakdown of com- 
mucications or of guidance and control. . 

The primary reasons for believing that this vehicle is a Venus' attempt 
are that the launch involved the parking-orbit technique>wruch, to date, the 
Soviets have used only for lunar and interplanetary events, and because launch 
occurred within minutes of the optimum time for launch of a Venus probe. The

Announcements of the launch, of the 
first inflight guidance correction, ahci of successful communications sessions 
were issued by TASS shortly after launch. On 15 April and 5 May the Soviets 
announced that numerous successful communications sessions with the probe 
had been held. On 18 May the Soviets said that another inflight guidance cor- - 
rection had been applied and that Zond 1 was still communicating with the . 

Earth. The 18 May communique was the last word from Moscow on Zond 1.
